* At first the Germans tried to give 
their measures an air of plausibility by 
aileging that the unempioyeu peupie in 
Belgium were dangerous to public order 
and a burden to official charity.

This ap- 
peal ‘will. stop all proceedings for the 
restoration .of competition until after 
the Supréme: Court announces its de- 
cision. If it should be in favor of the 
Government: theii ‘the “Federal Trade 
Commission will hold hearings, probably 
in Washington, and examine witnesses. 

At the close of the hearings, the de- 
mitt¢d to 
submit a plan of dissolution, which the 
commission may accept in-its entirety 
or with modifications, or it may ‘reject 
the submitted plan and draft one of its 
own, Whatever the plan is or wherever 
it comes ftom, it must be submitted to 
Judge. Hand, who will have the same 
authority to alter the commission’s plan 
that the commission will have over any 
plan submitted by the corporation. 

Van ‘Sinderen Ligdsley, of counsel for 
the Government, said that it: might be 
possible to argue the case before the 
Supreme Court early in the Spring and 
that a Wecigion might be handed down 
before the Summer recess.

Judge Hand’s decision was to the ef- 
fect that the Corn ,Products Refining 
Company was an unlawful combination 
and the decree provided that it should 
be dissolved in such a way as to make 
it forever subject to competition and In 
harmony with the provisions of the Sher- 
man law. The decree set forth that the 

company,:as originally organized, was 
and is now a combination +p restraint 
of trade and commerce among the sev- 
eral States and with foreign nations, 
and that it sought to monopolize the 
trade in starch, glucose, and grape sugar 
made with corn and their derivatives, 
and that it was seeking to monopolize 

the trade in mixed syrups which 
contained 85 per cent. or thereabout of 
glucose. : 

The decrée described in detail the 
methods by which the company violated 
the law. In the early ‘part of 1908, ac- 
cording to the decision, the com 
threatened to invade the business. of the 
Royal Baking Powder Company unless 
the American Maize Products Company 
got out of the starch and glucose busi- 
ness. An agreement was made by which: 
the Maize Products Company agreed to 
limit its product of these two articles 
and to sell half of the output to ‘the 
Corn Products Confpany. 

It is also explained in “the decree how
